lit week, showing ridiculous comparisons between reader 
forest in that newspaper and others circulated in the 
Vrance and Lomita area.

Naturally, the hoax was intended to convince ad- 
Wtisers that the paper perpetrating the "phony" survey 
vts the best medium for advertising in this area. 

I Fortunately for advertisers, the hoax boomeranged! 
! It becomes the duty of the Torrance Press, exponent 

othe free press, to reveal certain startling facts which 
hve developed since last week's issue of the other paper 
V4s published.

They are:
1. Of 1000 persons questioned about a purported 

"kport of a Door to Door Mail Questionnaire,' NOT 
OIE PERSON had received any such inquiry in person or 
b] mail from the "service" reported to hove conducted 
Hi survey.

2. Of the 1000 questioned by the Torrance Press, 
90 of them said that they read the Press within a few 
heirs after it reaches their doorsteps (and the Press 
retches 13,500-doorsteps each Thursday morning in the 
Tcrance, Lomita, Harbor City, Alondra, Keystone and 
twounding areas).

3. A sampling of homes in Central Torrance, North 
Tcrance. South Torrance, Walteria, Hollywood Riviera, 
Sajside Ranches, Lomita, Alondra, Keystone and other 
eras covered by the Press revealed that NOT A SINGLE 
PRSON had been questioned about the alleged "survey" 
ofthe other Torrance paper.

HULL'S RETENTION 
DECISION NOW DUE

Whether or not IX J. H. Hull will remain an Superintendent of 
School* of Torrance Unified Hcltool District for another four years 
must be decided by the Board of Education prior to January 1, 
1952, under an amendment to the Education Code which became 
effective in September

In prior years, the question 
of retention of a school super­ 
intendent in California was de­ 
cided upon In the Spring, usu­ 
ally after the election of a new 
Board of Education, thus giving 
new members of a Board a voice 
in the matter.

However, the Legislature at 
the last session amended the 
code to read:

"SECTION 1308.2: In the 
 vent the governing board of

a school district determines the 
superintendent of schools of 
the district U not to be re- 
elected or re-employed a* such 
superintendent upon the expir­ 
ation of his term, the superin­ 
tendent of schools shall be giv­ 
en written notice thereof by the 
governing board at least six 
months In advance of the ex­ 
piration of hi* term."

Torrance's tremendous growth 
since the 1050 Federal popula­ 
tion ce-nftus have completely out­ 
moded the decentennlal figure*) 
of a year ago, it wan pointed out 
in the City Council this week.

As a result, City Manager 
George Stevens requested the 
Council to appropriate $3700 
from the reserve fund. This mon­ 
ey is to be used to makje a sur­ 
vey showing the need for the 
census. The recommendation was 
unanimously approved by the 
City Council.

In past meetings Councilman 
Nick Drale had suggested the 
need for this type of census. It 
has been repeatedly pointed out 
that Torrance is losing thou­ 
sands of dollars in gas tax allot­ 
ments from the State of Cali­ 
fornia.

In 1950, according to the fed­ 
eral census, Torrance had a pop-

There will be exceptions to 
the two holidays as determin­ 
ed by individual department 
heads, but practically, the ex­ 
tended holiday week ends will 
apply to most Federal employ­ 
ees.

The Christmas holiday starts 
Saturday, Dec.'22, and extends 
through Tuesday, Christmas 
Day. The^New Year's holiday 

starts Sunday, Dec. 30, and ex­ 
tends through New Year's 
Day, Tuesday.

Federal workers will make 
up for their Monday off before 
Christmas by working the fol­ 
lowing Saturday, Dec. 29. This 
is normally a day off. Federal 
workers also will work Jan. 5, 
the Saturday following New 
Year's, to make up for taking 
D«c. 31 off.
